Bat to complete the chain of inddents 

which finally entangled Oomwallis in 
the fatal Yorktowu meshea, we must 
cross into the cumps of the Americans 
and their friends the French. Wash- 
ington, who, with a wretchedly clothed 
aud often but half-fed army, luul been 
raetaining the eatise of the BeTolution 
through six anxious years, never felt 
the enibarrtissnient of hi.s nituation more 
than in the early part of the year 1781. 
He ooald do litUe to Mtiat the Soiith, 
and saw no fl.itt(;ring prospects of achiev- 
ing anything decisive lu the North. 
The only ray of hope thai ilaahed 
through the cloudn w aa the probability 
that in the coiuse ot the Hunimer a large 
French tleet would appear upon tne 
American coast, with whose aasistanoe 
something might l e eft'ected. But even 
here so many contingencies were in- 
Tolved tliai suceess soU seemed an ag- 
gravating uncertaiuty. A campaign, 
neveriheksf*, was arranged. On the 
23d of May, Wabhiugiou met Count de 
Buchambeen, commanding the Fkeneh 
allies at ]NeWiX»rt^ in conference at 
"Wetherblifcld, Ct., where it^ was 
agreed that the French should join the 
Americans on the Hudsion, and an at- 
tempt be made to capture New York 
ci.y. A request was sent later to 
the Oount de Graase, Admiral of 
the expected fleet in the West 
Indies, to eo-operato by entering the 
harbor. This was Washington's plan, 
while it would seem that Bochambeau, 
although yielding to him, had misgiv- 
ings iJk regard to it. At the same uon- 
femnce the project iH mairdbdng to YiX' 
ginia was alluded to, but it was held 
that that State coidd be relieved quite 
as effectually by attacking Clinton in 
the North, ana preventing him from 
sending further reinforcements South- 
ward. StiU^verything depended upon 
DeQrasse. Withont him the year would 
probably oloeo with matters continuing 
statu quo; with him a great blow 
inight bo struck somewhere, aud that 
■omewhere was now the problem. Al- 
though W^ashington had committed 
himself at the Wetherstield conference 
to an attack npon New Tone, and ex- 
pected the co-operation of the French 
Admiral, we find, as the summer ad- 
vanced, and the situation in Yirnnia 
changed by the fetirement of Com* 
wallis to the sea-coast, thai he recog- 
nized the possibility of a change of plan 
on his own part, and this before De 
Oraaae's tinal destination and intentions 
were known. By the 2d of August 
he had informed La Fayetto of the con- 
tingency that might take him to Vir- 
ginia, where they could unite in falling 
upon Cornwnllis ; and he had sounded 
Mr. Robert Morris an to transportation 
from PhUadelphia, from which we are 
to infer — as, indeed, one of his letters 
authorizes the^ufereuoe — that, even had 
De Orasse come to New Ton, Wash- 
ington was ready to suggest his sailing 
back to the Chesapeake, while the army 
would move to the same point. In 
other words, the mMoii upon Corn- 
wallis, iierhaps the most splendid epi- 
sode of the war, was an alterative plan 
already maturing in Washington's mind 
before word came from De Qrasse that 
he should not sail forttier north Uum 
Vixgiuia. 

.1 0e Qrasse's aanoiiBcement that he 

would be in the Chesapeake about the 1st 
of September, and that he expected to 
meet the allied army there flmd not at 
New York, did not reach Washington 
until Aug. 14. At oace the latter turned 
his entire attention to the descent upon 
Oorpwdlia. DomoMlnitoB had been 
made against New York in July with a 
serious mtent, but now they were con- 
ducted as a femt It was of the greatest 
importance that Clinton shonld not sus- 
pect the intended march until Washing- 
ton was well on his way sonthw^ The 



plan remamea a protonnd secret wiui 
both the American and French ehiefo. 

The troops were put on the move again 
toward the city as if for an attack, and 
when they turned about and crossed the 
Hudson at Kind's ferry, late in August, 
the feint was still kept up on the Jersey 
side i' l- a day or two, when the entiiTC 
fme. ,< jided for the Chesapeake. On 
thei:,. of September the American winj;^, 
two thousand strong — four thousand 
having been left to guard the Hudson, 
under Heath — marched through Phila- 
delphia, followed the next dav by the 
Fivnch contingent, which dehghted 
Congress and tne citizens with its in- 
spu'ing music and brilliant appear- 
ance. Here the news was received that 
DeGrassehad arrired m tha (Siesa- 
peake with a powcrftd fleet, and Wash- 
ington pushed on with the liveliest an- 
ticipations of success. The troops took 
the Btrai|^ht road to the head of the Elk 
and Baltimore, and, after a short delay, 
embarked in transjyorts lor the James. 
In spite of the fatigues of the march, 
hey were all in good spuit, with hardly 
a Rick rilan among them, and swmed {<• 

realize the probable decisive results ol 
Mie UKJvement luo^. ..vi.-. u., . 

"We sliall soon look \u upon C<jrnw ^li^^ 
as stem as the grave," wrote an officer 
to a friend in the North, and he only re- 
flected the general expectation. From 
Baltimore, Washington and Bocham- 
beau and their suites rode rapidly orev- 
land, stopping at M<Mmt Vernon on the 
9th and 10th -the chiefs first ' isit to 
his home for six years — aud on the 16th 
reached the camp <xf Lafayette at Will- 
iamsburg, who had been reinforced 
with 8,000 French troops, imder St 
Simon, brought on bv De (Irasse. When 
Clinton, at New York, woke up to the 
fact that Washington had given him the 
slip, he saw no other way of meeting 
the dagger to which OotnwaUis would 
be exposed but bj attempting to go to 
his relief by sea* 

La Fayette's little army at Williams- 
burg, the American part of which had 
l>een hovering a>)out and dodging Com- 
widlis ever since he entered tne State — 
once, indeed, attacking hia at Green 
Sprinsrs. near Jamestown, but without 
Buuvtfss — received Waslnngton wiin im- 

boiukled enthusiasm. As he approached 

the camps with Rochambeau, tlie troo^is 
turned out on their parades, a salute ot 
twenty-one guns was fired, and later in 
the altemoon the Marquis St. Simon 
gave a sumptnous entertainment, at 
which the chiefs and all the ofiicers were 
presenl ** To add to the happiness of 
the evening," says one of the guests, 
an elegant l)and of music played an in- 
troductive part of a French opera, sig- 
nifying the happiness of the family when 
blessed with the presence of their father 
and their great dependence upon him. 
About 10 adoek the company rose up, 
and, after mutual congratulations, and 
the greatest expression of joy, they 
separated. In a few days the troops 
from the northward arrived in trans- 
ports from>the head of the Chesapeake, 
landing near Williamsburg by way of 
the James, and on the 37th of Septem- 
ber the combined force was ready to 
move upon Corawallis at Yorktown bo- 
low. The situation thus presented was 
the great surprise of the Hevolntion. It 
appears as one of the few grand reliev- 
ing features in an otherwise opmpara- 
tively tedious war, for here we hata a 
piece of strategy on Washington's part 
which involved for the first time exten- 
sive and critical movements, and whose 
details were oarrlad out inth singular 
precision and success. Clinton is ouietly 
left in the lurch at New York ; Wash- 
ington boldly marches 400 miles away, 
and suddenly crushes hki famous lias* 
tenant at a point where assistance caa 
not reach him. — Harper** Magatint,
